Democrats have been in power 
Since 1932 and will, at the end 
of Mr. Truman’s current term, 
have held the Presidency for 20 
years, During the almost quar- 
ter century the Republicans held 
office they named to the Su- 
preme Court men who were 
much less independent than 


those who now occupy thecourt. | 


During that long span of years 
the Supreme Court decisions 
fitted the economic philosophy 
of the party in power with glove- 
like smoothness. It cannot be 
argued present members of the 
court do not constitute an inde- 
pendent body, but the fact re- 
mains they have each been 
named by Democrats—either 
Mr. Roosevelt or Mr. Truman— 
and thus compare with. the 
court during the long reign by 
the GOP. 


‘All this gives weight to the 
iIndepéndent’s argument that a 
new administration, eager to re- 
tain office, would have a great- 
ad sense of public responsibil- 

y. 

On the face of things a Re- 
—e. victory in 1952 seems 
kely. Yet such conclusions are 
haunted by the ghosts of old 
prophesies of 1948, which refuse 
either to die or fade away. Mr. 
Truman’s amazing victory in that 
election came, we now may see, 
because the independent vote, 
which is substantial, changed its 
mind late in the campaign as 
it went to the Republican cup- 
board and found it oare. The 
Republicans didn’t offer any- 
thing. That, plus the fact farm- 
ers became alarmed, swung the 
tide to Mr. Truman. 


Also, it hardly seems possible 
that in 1952 there will exist the 
game sort of apathy so shame- 
fully present ir 1948 when only 
about half the registered voters 
took the trouble to go to the 


polls. 


Conclusion 


So, we come back to the con- 
Gusion that a Republican vic- 
tory in 1952 is likely—but only 
ff the Republicans offer a pro- 
gram. 

Who is the voice of the Repub- 
lican party? 

Is it Senator Taft, who joined 
fn praise and support of the in- 
tervention in Korea a year ago, 
but who now says, as he begins 
his campaign to be drafted for 
the nomination, that it is “Tru- 
man’s war?”

Senator Taft has 
gone out of his way in the past 
to give encouragement to Sena- 
tor McCarthy. but has been en- 
tirely silent on the latest Mc- 
Carthy attack—that in which he 
charged ‘Defense Secretary 
George Marshall with aiding a 
Communist plot to destroy 
America. 


Senator Margaret Chase Smith, 
of Maine, has had repeated her 
speech of a year ago, “Declara- 
tion of Conscience.” Without 
naming McCarthy. she denounced 
assassination of character by 
those cloaked with congressional 
immunity. 

In a very real sense, the Re- - 
publican split in foreign affairs 
is more serious for them than is 
the Democratic division over do- 
mestic policy.

Mystifying’

WASHINGTON, June 27— 
The Soviet Union produced 
Wednesday what was regard- 
ed here in official quarters as 
a somewhat “mystifying clari- 
fication of its proposal for a 
cease-fire in Korea. 

It told the United States, in a 
conversation between Deputy 
Foreign Minister Andrei A. Gro- 
myko and United States Ambas- 
sador Alan G. Kirk in Moscow that 
it thought conversations for a 
cease-fire in Korea should be held 
between the military commanders 
of the North Koreans and the 
United Nations. 

According to a reliable source, 
Gromyko casually assumed that 
the Chinese Communists, who are 
the main opponents of the United 
ations forces, had no official part 
in the Korean War or at least that 
the Soviet Union had no influence 
whatsoever over them. 

KIBK’S QUESTIONS 

In response to Amassador Kirk’s 
questions about this, Gromyko was 
reported to have observed that he | 
could not in any way speak for 
Communist China. He is said to 
have added that the United States 
had its own means of determining 
the policies of the Peiping regime. 
The Soviet Deputy Foreign Min- 
ister did, however, say the cease- 
fire and armistice negotiations 
could be kept to military questions

Permis- 
sion has not been granted for car- 
goes destined for the Soviet Union 
or any of her satellites.

It delayed approving a budget 
for distributing state grants to city 
and county systems, pending an 
itemized study of how much each 
county is to receive under the for- 
mulas proposed by the State De- 
partment of Education. 

These grants—including allot- 
ments for teachers’ salaries, trans- 
portation, and capital outlay— 
comprise the greater portion of the 
$81,000,000 total program. 


FORMULA QUESTIONED 


Vice-Chairman James Peters, of 
Manchester, raised the question as 
to whether the formula for dis- 
tributing the grants was equitable. 
He said he didn’t think his own 
county, Meriwether, would get any 
increase under the expanded pro- 
gram if the formula were followed. 
The Board, at his request, instruct- 
ed the Department of Education to 
submit a county-by-county budget 
for a two-year period as soon as 
possible. A called meeting wil! be 
held to consider it.

Soviet Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei 
Gromyko’'s clarification of Russia’s cease- 
fire suggestion may mean Russia is inter- 
ested. in an eventual halt to the Korean 
fighting—or that Moscow is merely making 
the most of her propaganda initiative. 

In its present state it does not offer any 
real basis for hope. Whatever hope may 
come of it will depend upon the details of 
execution which have not so far been made 
entirely clear. 


Mr. Gromvko told United States Ambas- 
sador Alan G. Kirk yesterday that a settle- 
ment of the Korean war ought to be nego- 
tiated on the field by the opposing com- 
manders. He identified them as the North 
_ Korean commander andithe United Nations 

commander. 


Thus Moscow is continuing with the fic- 
tion that the hundreds of thousands of 
Chinese Communist troops in Korea are 
“volunteers” and have no official part in

If anything further were needed to re- 
. mind Congress of the urgent necessity for 
adequate price, wage, rent and credit con- 
trols, it should be the government’s an- 
nouncement yesterday that the cost of liv- 
ing has set a new record high. 

The cost-of-living index of the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics has moved up almost a 
point to 185.4 per cent of the 1935-39 
average.

Move Against Discrimination 


Charges are made that discrimination in 


employment in defense and procurement - 


contracts, on the basis of race, creed, color 
and/or national origin, is on the increase. 

If,so, it is, in addition to being wrong, 
basically stupid. During the last war a 
committee, called the Fair Employment 
Practices Committee, was established with 


the direction to try and dissipate discrim-- 


ination. It had no enforcement powers, 
and none was asked for it. Yet in the five 
years of its service it- accomplished much 
in its field by negotiation. 

This committee was a wartime agency 
and its services ended with the war. Since 
that.time legislation, including a venture 
into police and enforcement powers for a 
special bureau, has provided the nation 
with some of its most controversial debate 
and legislative anger. To date the Con- 
gress has refused to adopt the extreme leg- 
islation introduced on the subject. But 
those who oppose it with valid argument 
must see that discrimination will give it 
added strength in the Congress. Mean-

State Income Tax 


Collections Up 


Income tax colleetions will be Georgia’s big 

news when the fiscal year closes Saturday. State 

— - Revenue Commissioner Charlie Redwine says the 

year’s collection will exceed by more than $10,000,000 the collec- 

tions of last year. They will reach an all-time high of more than 
$35,000,000. 

There have been statements made in the legislature that 
Georgia is not-collecting income taxes from enough of her people. 
During the closing year the Income Tax Unit, under the direction 
of Fielding Dillard, added 100,000 more income tax returns to the 
list. The special staff of agents added by the legislature late in 
1949 to expand the tax return list is still working—checking the list 
of federal income tax returns against the list of Georgia income 
tax returns. 

Every day over the state a number of Georgians are visited 
by state income tax agents wanting to know why they haven't filed 
a state return. If you’re on the federal list and not on the state, 
it’s just a matter of time until your number is up—and there’s be 
a penalty if you’re dodging the state tax. 


, Good News The rise in state income tax collections is good 


business news for Georgia, Redwine says. It 
shows that Georgians are earning more. 

The commissioner takes a pessimistic view toward state income 
tax collections for the next fiscal year, however.: Not that busi- 
ness conditions in Georgia will decline. He looks for a fall in 
state income tax collections for two reasons: First, the Georgia 
sales tax will be deductible from the income tax, and, second, 
the anticipated hike in federal income taxes will be deductible from 
the state income tax return. 

Speaking of taxes, don’t look for a big collection of sales tax to 
be reported for the month of May. Under Revenue Department 
regulations, merchants began collecting the new tax in April and 
then had until May 31 to file their report on April collections. 
Most of them waited until midnight on May 31 to file their: first 
month’s report. So, on June 1 when Redwine wanted to announce 
the first month’s collections, he found his office filled with sacks 
full of unopened mail bearing checks. It took several days for 
his office to finish its checking. April’s collections totaled a little 
better than $5,000,000. 

The commissioner doesn’t want to hold up his monthly senert 
like that any more. So he says he will report as May sales tax col- 
lections only the money he actually has in the bank on July 1. 
That means the big stack of last-minute mail will go over and be 
counted in the Jeane collectitn—and the May collections will be shy. 
It will level off again, however, when the June collections are 
reported on Aug. l. 


: . “Dog boys” will be permitted to wear spe- 
Special Suits cial uniforms so they won’t be shot as escaped 
convicts in the future. When the State Board of Corrections 
insisted that all prisoners wear the regulation white prison garb, 
a few wardens protested against uniforming their “dog boys.” 

These are the boys, prisoners themselves, who handle . the 
bloodhounds in chasing fugitives. Some wardens reported that 
policemen or the public, seeing a uniformed prisoner running when 
the alarm is out for fugitives, have shot the “dog boys.” The 
board decided the “dog boys” can wear dungarees. 

The use of “dog boys” is a long-established custom in prisons. 
However, we think this custom of using prisoners to capture pris- 
oners is not too good. For all his special privileges, a “dog boy” 
must lead an unpopular life.

Dinner to raise funds for the party chest, !

mittee headquarters here when the speaker selected turned ‘out to be Sen. Harry F. Byrd of yir~ 
ginia, the most outspoken foe of the President in the Democratic Party. 


Sure enough, true to form, the seriator deliv- 
ered one of his most resounding philippics against 
the President and all* his Fair Deal works, in- 
cluding the FEPC, at the dinner in Atlanta the 
first of this week. 


It turned out to be sort of an opening 
gun for the South to rise again—against 
Harry Truman. This was because of the. 
anti-Truman twist put on a Georgia Demo- 
eatic Committee-sponsored affair, because of 
the belligerent “save your Confederate mon- 
ey, boys,” address by the Virginia senator, 
and because of the important political fig- 
ures brought into the trick play. 


Preliminary negotiations by the national com- 
mittee for the dinner were with Gov. Herman 
Talmadge, since he is boss of the hand-picked 
State Democratic Committee. He advised the 
national committee that his choice for chairman 
of the dinner was Freeman Strickland, Atlanta 
banker, who would make arrangements. 


Just who originated the cute idea of Senator 
Byrd as speaker is not quite clear. Some said 
banker Strickland. However that may be, it was 
Governor Talmadge who invited Senator Byrd 
personally by long-distance telephone. .He also 
called Sen. Richard B. Russell of Georgia to 
solicit his aid in assuring Senator Byrd’s accept- 
ance of the Georgia mission. Senator Russell 
thought his Virginia colleague a fine selection 
and did his part. 

The Democratic National Committee’s idea 
had been some Southerner gencrally sympathetic 
with the Truman administration and Sen. John 
Sparkman of neighboring Alabama had been men- 
tioned as a likely keynoter for the affair. One 
story here was that there was a kickback among 
strong anti-Truman elements in Georgia against 
even the idea of having a dinner to raise funds 
for the national committee’s campaign chest, 
and that Senator Byrd was selected as the frontis- 
piece in a gesture of appeasement, a typical 
Southern compromise, if you know Southern 
politics. ; 


Senator Russell said today that he is 
against the renomination of President Tru- 
man and that the Georgia delegation at next 
year’s convention will be, too, if the Presi- 
dent is a candidate. 


There is, he said, widespread opposition te 
the President in the South today. Gen. Dwight 
D. Eisenhower, in his opinion, would receive the 


support of every Southern delegation in the 1952 
convention if he becomes a candidate for the 
nomination. 

Senator Byrd, in his Atlanta speech, said “no 
Democratic President can be elected without the 
votes of the Southern states,” which was, at the 
least, a threat and probably the signal—and some- 
what earlier than had been expected—for an ore 
ganized Southern movement against the Presi- 
dent if he should be renominated.

High Stake in Government 


Government is Georgia's fastest growing large “industry.” Today in this period 

of limited mobilization there are as many, or more, persons on government pay- 

rolls—federal, state and local—than thére were at the height of World War II. 

U. S. employment is carrying the major part of this expansion. In the month of 

May the total government employment in Georgia was 133,200. This number was 

20,000 more than the total of persons employed in the textile industry, the State’s 

biggest single manufacturing endeavor. Only commerce—retail and wholesale trade—outranks gov- 
ernment as an employer in Georgia. In May there were 178,700 persons employed in trade pursuits. 


Government is nearly three times larger—in 
total employment—than the construction business 
in Georgia, four times larger than the food pro- 
cessing business, and four times larger than the 
finance, insurance and real estate business. 

The average monthly employment in govern- 
ment in 1945—the last war year—was 126,500, or 
nearly 7,000 less than it is today. 


No one can say Georgians don't have a 
stake in governmen{. Ten percent of the 
non-farm population between the ages of 20 
and 65 works for some branch of govern- 
ment. 


Let’s look a moment at this growth in govern- 
ment. In 1945 the total, as stated, was 126,500, 
then in 1946 the average monthly employment 
was 111,800; in 1947, 103,100; in 1948, 106,200; 
in 1949, 114,700; in 1950, 117,000. 

The postwar low point of government em- 
ployment was in August 1947 when the total was 
only 99,300, or approximately 34,000 less than 
today. 

State employment has shown changes during 
this period of the growth of big government. On 
June 30, 1946, the State of Georgia had 9,811 
persons on the payroll, At the end of the last 
fiscal year, June 30, 1950, the total had risen 
to 14,636. A drop may be in the offing, for as 
opportunities increase in othér fields—as they 
have in the federal government and in private 
employment since the start of the Korean war— 
state employees tend to head for greener (money- 
wise) pastures. 

Of course, while government was on the move 
in Georgia the entire economy was growing by 
leaps and bounds. For instance, in May of 1947

there were 731,675 persons employed in non- 
agricultural establishments in the State. This 
total by May of this year had jumped to 829,800. 

The Korean war, naturally, has had a big 
effect on the growth of Federal employment in 
the state. Military establishments have been 


expanded and civilian personnel added, and new’ 


camps have been put into operation. The advent 
of controls upon the economy—OPS and other 
new agencies—has added to the employment 
total. 

In July of last year, right after the start af 
the Korean war, the govérnment employment 
total was apprqximately 20,000 less than it is 
today. 


Sen. Harry Flood Byrd, well-known as an 
advocate of economy in government, said 
in Atlanta Monday night that new federal 
employment has beén averaging 1,500 per- 
sons per day for the paét year. This condition, 
he said, was adding to the government pay- 
roll at an average of more than half a mil- 
lion dollars a day. 


The relationship of the growth of govern- 
ment to the growth of private industry is an 
interesting proposition. Here in Georgia it is 
s¢en that when non-farm employment totaled 
731,675 in May 1947 government employment was 
at 104,900, and when non-farm employment had 
gone to 829,800 in May cf this year, government 
employment was at 133,200. The percentage was 
almost the same. 

Yet, every tenth working Geargian—off the 
farm—is employed by some branch of govern- 
ment. That’s worth thinking about. 


Senora Doe Can Be Happy 


WASHINGTON—I have no idea of the name of this tragic youngster. 


He 


was 17 years old, a Puerto Rican from New York’s little San Juan, and—to his 


shame and bewilderment—a veteran dope addict. 


There he was in his double- 


breasted brown suit and gay necktie being led to the sénatorial hot seat to tell what 
he knew about baby dope fiends, like himself, and how they got that way. So let’s 


call him Juan Doe. 


Juan balked at the television cameras. 


He did not want his 


old mother, from whom he stole household treasures to buy heroin, to see his face on a TV screen. 
So Sen. Herbert R. O’Conor (Dem., Md.), the chairman, told the video experts to keep their machines 


from looking into his handsome young face. 

One of the cameras focused on his hands. 
In his slim fingers Juan clutched a handker- 
chief until it turned into a tight ball. The other 
camera in the rear of the glittery caucus room 
kept its eye on the back of his head. It could 
not see Juan’s valiant efforts to blink back the 
tears. 

I, myself, think he made a mistake about his 
mother. She could have felt a little proud 
watching her boy, who took up dope at the 
age of 13, helping those senators figure out new 
laws to catch the harpies preying on children 
with reefers.

These are cigarettes made of marijuana. 
First one Juan smoked was free. One of 
his schoolmates, himself still much too young 
to think about shaving, gave it to him. 

It made Juan feel wonderful. For a while. 
Then he wanted more cigarettes. They cost 50 
cents apiece. And the more he smoked the less 
effect they seemed to have. Soon he simply 
was feeling headachy. And 50-cent pieces were 
hard to come by in Harlem. 

One of his fellow reefer smokers slipped him 
a capsule of heroin, a white powder, which he 
sniffed up his nose. This caused him to feel 
good again. But when the effects wore off, Juan 
was sick. He suffered nausea, jumpy nerves, 
butterfly stomach. So one of the peddlers sold 
him more capsules, 25 for $10. 

The senators ’couldn’t understand how Juan 
located a drug peddiler. Juan said he didn't 
have to.

“They could see I was sick,” he said in Eng- 
lish with only a hint of Spanish accent. “They 
came to me.” 

So he sniffed heroin for a while. The longer 
he used it, the more he had to have. He quit 


school and took a job as a clerk to get the money 
for his vice. He didn’t earn enough to buy all 
the drugs he needed. By now they were a neces- 
sity. He took to injecting them into his veins 
with a hypodermic needle Without them he was 
too sick to work. Then he stole jewelry from 
his mother and her best silver dishes, 


She discovered finally what was wrong — 
with her son; for weeks she’d worried about 
the way he stayed home in a kind of nervous 

stupor. He told her the truth—it wasn’t 
easy—and she financed his train fare to the 
Federal Narcotics Hospital at Lexington, Ky. 
For Senora Doe, finding that money was not 
easy, either. 


Now Juan is under treatment. The doctors 
believe he’ll be as good as new in a few more 
weeks. And I’m inclined to ignore the testi- 
mony of all the officials, the specialists and the 
physicians who told about the evils of narcotics 
among teen-agers. They all meant well, but 
nothing they could say was as impressive as the 
softly spoken words of young Juan Doe. His evi- 
dence is expected to result in stiff new penalties 
for those who lure youngsters into the drug habit. 
Juan’s mother at long last can feel happy, a little 
happy, about her son. 


Iranian Oil and Future Friction 


NEW YORK—American oilmen, back from Iran, are of the opinion that the 
government of Premier Mohammed Mossadegh will collapse in additional bloodshed 
just as soon as Iran realizes—which the Americans believe it soon will—that it 


cannot operate its complex oil industry efficiently. 
were not really as villainous as the Iranians pictured them in this deal. 


They say that the. British 
When 


Premier Aly Razmara was murdered, after indicating to extreme nationalists that 
he favored further talks with officials of the Anglo-Iranian company, they say he carried in his 
pocket a British offer to raise Iran's “cut” from.16 per cent of the net to 50 per cent. 


American companies operating in the Middle 
East usually work on a 50-50 basis. We have no 
troubles, and plenty of oil. 


Some time ago the British also offered to 
give Iran about $100,000,000 in a retroactive 
agreement, if it did not insist on nationaliza- 
tion at. this time. The money is still being 
held in escrow in London, and would be 
paid—when and if the British are asked to 
‘return to handle the nation’s oil. 


The murdered Razmara believed that the 
approximately $150,000,000 which Iran stood to 
net under the new split with Anglo-Iranian Oil 
Co. was more than Iran could realize out of its 
oil if it gained full rights to it. 


According to the American oilmen, Iran will 
not be able to move the oil its wells produce, 
without the endless British tankers which once 
took the stuff on to England and to British mar- 
kets. The oil will continue to gush from the 
saturated earth, and all available tanks in the 
Abadan area will be filled in a matter of a few 
weeks. 

They believe that the Abadan refinefy, world’s 
biggest, will be forced to shut down when the 
storage tanks are filled, and that the new Iranian 
National Oil Company will be unable to meet 
payrolls even before that time. 

Iran, of course, has little use for its own oil; 
It is strictly for export to the industrialized 
West. It represents money only when it can be 
drawn from the ground, refined and tankered out. 


The bloodshed, it is predicted, will come 
during the struggle between Communist-led 
and conservative factions, fighting for Mos- 
sadegh's spot. 


There isn't much doubt that the British were 
not liked as well in the Middle East as the 
American oil interests. It is the British nature 
to remain more aloof than we do, to assume or 
give the impression of assuming that nationals 
of a country in which Britain has business con- 
nections are, in effect, colonials. 

But it is also true that the British built 
schools, housing and hospitals for Iranian oil 
workers, and had worked out through the years a 
very good educational program for the sons of 


workers—beginning with primary school and end- 
ing, for the more adept, with degrees in petro- 
leum engineering from a well-staffed institute 
of technology erected at Abadan. 


But few were given administrative training. 
That remained in the hands of British-born offi- 
cials of the company, and, without it, and the 
tankers, Iran’s oil lamp wicks will have to be 
trimmed. 


Russia, with only one-tenth of the oil pro- 
duction of the West, eagerly awaits the day when 
its operatives can dump Iran’s 750,000-barrel-a- 
day production into its lap. But even if Russia 
doesn’t get it, she will consider it a victory if 
Iran fritters away its oil and Western Europe, 
which needs it, is deprived of it. 


In the meantime, we, who would like to see 
the British back in there, instead of either chaos 
or Communist control, must decide whether or 
not to lend Mossadegh that $25,000,000 we prom- 
ised him sometime back. 

If we do it, it will look like we're trying to 
muscle into a spot from which the British have 
been kicked. If we don’t, the whole Iranian oil 
machinery may go to pot.

First Aid for Sunstroke 


By MARTHA SMITH 

Sunstroke is no joke. And 
heat exhaustion is no jest. 
But there the similarity ends, 
because these two Summer 
complaints have little else in. 
common. 


Best thing to do when you 
recognize symptoms of either 
is to call a doctor at once. And 
once you know which is 
which there are things you 
can do to relieve the patient’s 
discomfort. Just remember if 
the victim feels warm, he 
must be cooled; while if he 
feels cold, then he must be 
warmed. 

Dr. Chester W. Morse, a 
local physician, says the 
symptoms and treatment for 
these two ailments are as dif- 
ferent as their causes. Dr, 
Morse says: i 

“Sunstroke is due to the 
failure of the sweat glands to 
function, or to that occasion 
when the body builds up 
sweat faster than the glands 
can dispose of it. Heat ex- 
haustion, on the other hand, 
is due to a lack of sodium 
chloride (ordinary table salt) 
in the system.” 

While you’re waiting for 
the doctor, keep the patient’s 
head and shoulders up, apply 
ice or wet cloths to his head 
and give him cool water.” 

“You'll know heat exhaus- 
tion because the victim’s face 
will be pale, his skin will be 
cold and he perspires freely.

Medicine Legends 


Ten years ago a boy delivered 


papers and magazines to our house, 
usually placing them on a settee 


with upholstered seat and back 


that stood in a dark corner of the :

Streptococcus hemolyticus, the 
particular strain of Streptococcus 
usually found in the throat of 
scarlet fever patients, is either 
closely related to numerous other 
strains of Streptococcus or possibly 
varying environment may produce 
a — from one type to ane 
other. 


Either typical scarlet fever or 
less clearcut cases sometimes 
called “searletina” may occur with 
little or no rash, and these missed 
cases probably account for out- 
breaks which are perhaps at- 
tributed to some remote origin 
such as the correspondent de- 
scribes. 


In 20 years there were recorded 
40 outbreaks of scarlet fever in 
which infection was conveyed by 
milk. The epidemics were sharp 
and the scarlet fever sévere, at- 
tacking many adults, In every in- 
stance the infection was traced to 
persons suffering with scarlet 
fever or recovering from it, who 
worked on the dairy farms or 
handled the milk. Such outbreaks 
give advocates of pasteurization 
one of the strongest arguments in 
behalf of compulsory heat treat- 
ment of all milk. I still say make 
‘mine Certified Milk, provided it 
is not pasteurized. If that is not 
available then I'll settle for Grade 
A. Raw from tuberculin tésted 
herd. 

In the great majority of cases 
the infection is transmitted from 
person to person in secretions from 
the nose and throat. Scientific 
studies strongly indicate that the 
infection is not spread by the
